Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants request rejoinder of the non- 
elected method claims pursuant to MPEP 821.04 and 37 CFR 1.121. According to the amendment, the method claims 13-24 now recite 
"all limitation of the allowed patentable product". The examiner disagrees. First, the amended method claim do not recites ALL 
limitations of the allowable patentable product. For example, the amended method claim do not have the limitation "to generate a feed- 
forward control data operative to control the at least one etching component" of the allowable product claim 1. Second, according the 
MPEP 821 .04 "Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1116. Process claims which do not depend from or 
otherwise include the limitations of the patentable product will be withdrawn from consideration, via an election by original presentation." 
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
